I would like to clarify a few things in regards to the stance of LAPD 
for The Argyle. I understand that you are frustrated that you did not 
get an outcome you wanted from LAPD, however keep in mind that the 
actual decision is up to the Zoning Administration and we simply make 
recommendations. I will try to explain why we make the recommendations 






that we did. 


The Hollywood Standard Letter on file clearly states several specific 
things that we would be opposed to universally in Hollywood for a 
restaurant 47 type license. Those include closing after midnight, not 
having a commercial kitchen with full menus, live entertainment, 
dancing, and alcohol sales without food sales. Your operation currently 
exceeds the majority of those conditions we would normally oppose or 
recommend removing. Of course this would cause a lengthy appeal process 
and time and money for The Argyle. Currently with the Councilmen’s 
Office, LAPD, and several Neighborhood Council’s on the same page, that 
would not likely be a desirable outcome for The Argyle. LAPD did not 
oppose those items at the hearing because of your current status of 
being a responsible operator. The Argyle was not singled out in any way 
shape or form. I would hope that not taking a position on all of those 
things would be an indicator to you that you are in fact being rewarded 
as a responsible operator, and not being thrown into the same category 
of irresponsible operators. 

The point made about the requested modification being removed in 2011 
is that we are essentially adding it back. The condition was removed 
because it was a double with the one that remained. It was not removed 
because it was not needed or not intended to be there. It was removed 
because the other condition remained that covered it. 

I did make it clear that the condition requesting minimum number of 
drinks required was NOT what you were concerned about or requesting 
when presenting the information to my supervision. The Zoning 
Administrator may remove that portion anyway simply because it is 
Alcohol Beverage Control related. The Zoning Administration no longer 
writes any alcohol related conditions into a Conditional Use Permit. 

LAPD has to look at the bigger picture at all times. In the case of The 
Argyle we were able to reward you by not arguing several points that 
directly contradict the Hollywood Standard Letter. We have a standard 
for a reason, and we stick to our standard for the sake of not setting 
any bad president or giving other operators an argument that we are 
showing favoritism. If however you still feel it is necessary to 
discuss this in person we can set up a meeting with the Vice Lieutenant 
and/or Vice Supervisor who were involved in the outcome of our official 
letter.
